Boy-Ed is the daughter of the late 
Bishop and Mrs. Alexander Mackay- 
Smith, formerly of this city. Bishop 
Mackay-Smith was head of the Epis- 
copal church of Pennsylvania and at 
the time of his death lived in Phila- 
delphia. 

The bride, accompanied by her moth- 
er, sailed from New York for Germany 
more than two months ago. 

At the time they sailed it was re- 
called that Miss Mackay-Smith and 
Captain Boy-Ed had been reported en- 
gaged a.number of times in the last 
few years and although the rumors 
had beén repeatedly denied they were 
again revived. 

The first report was circulated 
in 1915 shortly before Bey-Ed and Von 
Papen were recalled from Washington 
by the German government, at the 
request of President Wilson. The two 
officers were charged with furthering 
munitions plots and with sending of 
supplies to German raiders from Amer- 
ican ports, as well as plots in connec- 
tion with Mexico. 

Captain Boy-Ed was reported as in 
the U. S. in disguise in March, 1917. 
Rumors that he visited Miss Mackay- 
Smith at her home in Philadelphia 
were emphatically denied by the young

them as “ridiculous.”

BANDITS 
PISTOL BATTLE 


Shot Four Times, He 
Saves Bank Cash. 


Guarding a satchel containing $3,000, 
Jeremiah O’Mara, 60 years old, retired 
policeman, yesterday routed eight men, 
each armed with two revolvers, who 
‘ambushed him and August P. Caron, 
collector for the Chicago City Bank 
and Trust company,.6233 South Hal- 
sted street. 

More than fifty bullets were fired 
at close range at the two men. Caron, 
who was unarmed, was not wounded. 
O’Mara, the real target, was hit four 
times, but none of the bullets pene- 
treated vital organs. His escape from 
death is considered remarkable. 

The ambuscade was at West Sixty- 
sixth street and Ross avenue, a stub 
Rock Island 
railroad tracks, which cross the inter- 
section on a superstructure. O'Mara, 
who is the bank’s special policeman, 
and Caron were in a Ford sedan. Caron 
was driving. O’Mara, with the satchel, 
was in the rear seat. : 


Trapped by Two Autos. 

They had just visited the offices of 
‘the Bowman Dairy company at 6610 
Wentworth avenue and received its 
bank deposits. They were scheduled to 
make one more stop. 

They were westbound in Sixty-sixth 
street. Two automobiles were involved 
in the trap, which was cleverly set. 
One automobile, with one man, was 
| parked on the southwest corner of Six- 
'ty-sixth street and Ross avenue. In 
front of it were two other men. On 
the northwest corner were two more 
men. As the sédan neared the inter- 
section, a Packard touring car shot 
into Sixty-sixth from Ross avenue, 
pocketing it. 

Neither Caron nor O’Mara suspected 
anything until one of the three men in 
the Packard jumped out, ran around 
to the rear of the sedan, and opened 
fire through the glass. There was no 
other warning. As though this were a 
prearranged signal, all the other ban- 
dits began firing. The fusillade was 
deafening, neighbors later said. ‘The 


first volley shattered all the windows 
of the sedan. 
Veteran Conserves His Bullets. 

O'Mara coolly drew his revolver and 
returned the fire. He had to conserve 
his ammunition, because he only had 
six bullets. He gave one of them to 
the bandit who had attacked him from 
the rear. The bandit fled. O’Mara 
thinks he hit him. Then he gave one 
to the Packard car driver and occu- 
pants and two to each of the pair on 
the corners. 

His gameness won the battle. -The 


Packard car sped away without wait- 


ing to pick up the four sentries who, 
The other bandit 


raced after it. 
followed. Caron, whose hair and cloth- 
ing were filled with shattered glass, 
could not realize he was uninjured. 
When he had convinced himself he was 
whole, he turned about, expecting to 
find Q’Mara dead. | 
Sorry He Couldn't Chase ’Em. 
“ Hell,” was O’Mara’s greeting, “I’ve 
emptied my gun. I wish we could have 


chased them.” 
“Jerry,” asked Caron, “aren't you 


hurt?” 

“No. Let’s get the rest of the 
money and go back to the bank.” 

“We will not,” said Caron, who haa 
observed bloodstains on O’Mara’s cloth- 
ing. “You're going to St. Bernard's 
hospital as fast as I can drive you 
there.” 

Physicians who examined O'Mara 
at the hospital said his injuries were 
limited to flesh wounds. There were 
three of these in the back, above the 
shoulder blades, and one on the right 
side. There was also a bullet crease 
in his right forearm. 


“ All Kids 

“The dirty cowards were even afraid 
to stage a regular holdup,” O'Mara | 
‘told a TRIBUNE reporter last night. 
“They planned to murder me and| 
Caron outright. They didn’t give us | 
a chance at the start.

MAN, ROUTS Crowe Raid 


Opens Inquiry 
Into Bombs 


Initial steps to reach the persons re- 
sponsible for recent explosion outrages 
—€specially the “odor bomb” attacks 
on moving picture theaters — were 
taken by the state’s attorney’s office 
late yesterday afternoon when detec- 
tives raided the offices of the Allied 
Amusements’ association in the Con- 
sumers building. » 

Sam Atkinson, vice president and 
business manager of the association, 
was served with a subpena duces 
tecum and escorted to the Criminal 
Court building. The organization's 
books, papers, and correspondence 
were taken with him. The latter in- 
cluded agreements between the asso- 
ciation and Local 134 of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers, and between the association and 
the J. F. Fisher company of 21 East 
Van Buren street. 

These are alleged to be evidence of 
an electrical maintenance “ shake- 
down” through which theater owners 
throughout the city are said to have 
been mulcted out of thousands of dol- 
lars. 

Calls It “ Cold Shakedown.” 

After being questioned at some 
length by Chief Investigator Ben New- 
mark, Atkinson admitted that the 
“electrical maintenance” charge was 
a ‘‘cold shakedown " engineered by the 
Electrical Workers’ union. He denied 
that either he or the Allied Amuse. 
ments’ association had acted in any 
other capacity than that of intermedi- 
ary between the theater owners and 
the Fisher company and the unions. 

He was asked concerning the rumor 
that he was receiving 25 per cent of 
the money paid to the Fisher company 
for alleged “electrical maintenance.” 
He denied he ever had received a 
penny of this money and declared em- 
phatically that he did not know who 
ultimately received it. 

Among the papers found was a con- 


tract signed by Atkinson, M. H. Choyn- | 


ski, president of the association; Max 
Hyman, secretary, and Michael J. 
Boyle, business agent of local 134. It 
was ostensibly a contract between the 
association and the union, but in re 
ality, it was stated, a contract with 
the Fisher company. Numerous indi- 
vidual contracts between theater own- 
ers and the Fisher company also were 
found. 
How Scheme Worked. 

The scheme was described as follows: 

The Fisher company served as a sort 
of employment agency, which em- 
ployed members of local 134 only. The- 
ater owners signing contracts could 


‘employ only members of that union 


and could have no work done except by 
the Fisher company. Those who re- 
fuused to sign faced the possibility of 
“odor bomb” attacks or of having 
strikes called $n their theaters. Each 
theater was taxed 5 cents a seat per 
month for every seat in the house for 
alleged “electrical maintenance.” In 
addition, the theater owners agreed 
that during the first six months of the 
life of the contract the Fisher company 
should have the right to make all re- 
pairs and replacements “ where same 
is necessary in the opinion of. said 
Fisher company.” The cost of mate- 
rial furnished was to be paid by the 
theaters together with the cost of shop 
work at’ the rate of $1.25 per hour per 
man. 


Denies Making Threats. 


“ What threats, if any, were made to 
the theater owners?” asked Mr. New- 
mark. “ What threats did you make?” 

“I made no threats whatever,” re 
plied Atkinson. “I told the theater 
owners they didn’t have to sign, but 
advised them to sign as a means of 
keeping out of trouble with the 
unions.” 

“Didn't you think the agreement 
would drive the smaller theaters out 
of business?” 

“No. The agreement calls for an 
average expenditure of only - $15 a 
month for the smaller houses.” 

“How does it come that some who 
signed the agreement haven't seen a 
repairman from the Fisher company 
since they signed?” 

“Some who signed told the Fisher 
company not to send their man. They 
didn’t want to be bothered with him.” 

“Then it was a cold shakedown?” 

“ Yes, it was a cold shakedown.” 

By whom?” 

“It was a cold shakedown perpe- 
trated by the Flectrical Workers’ 
union.” 

am glad this investigation has 
been started,” Atkinson added. “‘ The 
theater men will welcome the oppor- 
tunity to come in here and fell their 
troubles. They want this whole matter 
cleared up and settled. They want to 
be free of this unsettled condition, free 
from the fear of odor bombs.”

Diet—The diet for the first two weeks cot- 
siste exclusively of fruite, well baked cereal 


rice, puffed wheat, etc., 
milk. Whole wheat or rye bread, etc.. 8’ 
be used. The moderate use of nuts, well 
masticated, is of value. At the close of each 
meal use fresh sub-acid fruits, as peaches, 
pears, apples, pineapples, etc. Sweet milk. 
buttermilk, malted milk, or cereal coffees, etc., 
may be used in place of coffee, tea, or cocos. 

While irritating and stimulating foods and 
drinks intensify the craving for narcotics, 4 
grain-milk-fruit diet lessens it. In some spe- 
cial cases an entire milk diet for a few days 
may be beneficial, especially if there exists 
an irritable stomach bordering on ulceration, 
with an excess of hydrochloric acid’ If the 
digestion is slow and there is # deficiency oF 
absence of free hydrochloric acid, a diet com- 
posed entirety of fresh fruits for a day or two 
preceding the grain-miJk-fruit diet may be of 
benefit. 

Eliminative baths, preferably the Turkish 
bath, will assist in rapidly getting rid of the 
stored up nicotine. As a rule it takes from 
three jo six weeks to eliminate entirely the 
desire for tobacco. The time required de- 
pends upon how closely the directions are 
followed. 

During the first few days, in the attempt 
to give up tobacko, the etruggie ts naturally 
the most trying.
